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ABSTRACT : 

An electrically conductive textile fabric is provided having a conductivity 
gradient created by varying the relative concentration of high and low 
conductivity yarns during construction of the fabric. In the case of woven and 
knitted fabrics, the relative number of high and low conductivity yarns per 
inch may be varied in the warp or weft direction or both.
